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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment submitted after Final Rejection has been entered as it 
reduces the matters for appeal. 

Therefore the previous claim objections and 112 2 nd rejections have been 
withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/23/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant's first arguments directed to Yance, wherein Yance does not teach 
using a timer as part of a resume process. 

In response Yance states "If an edge is detected within 5 0ms again, the 
microprocessor returns to normal operation mode" therefore Yance teaches a timer is 
associated with a resume process. 

Applicant second arguments directed to the teachings of Thomas. Applicant 
contends Thomas teaches the exact opposite and therefore teaches away from the 
suggested combination in the Final Action, such that if the timer of Thomas was 
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canceled as part of a resume initiated as part of a re-present of AC power as recited in 
claim 1 , the device would never resume thereby defeating the purpose of Thomas. 

In response Thomas teaches determining when AC power has failed (item 516) 
and when AC power becomes re-present (item 556) Thomas does not teach the use of 
a timer such as that seen in Yance. The timer (item 558) of Thomas is designed to 
restore the system after it is determined the power is re-present. The addition of a timer 
such as that in Yance would be combined in the step of determining whether AC power 
has failed (item 516). Therefore Thomas does not teach away from the cited 
combination present in the Final Action. 

In view of the above the rejection is maintained.
